Pierso n, 35, said he g uarded 
Rubin fro m Sunday afterno o n 
until Wednesday afterno o n when 
his identity was disco v ered in a 
chance meeting with a m em ber 
o f the Blacksto ne Rang ers, a 
So uth Side street g ang , who rec­ 
o g nized him. 
Demo nstratio ns 
by 
antiwar 
g ro ups, including the Yippies, 
during this week’s Demo cratic 
co nv entio n resulted in v io lent 
ex chang es 
between 
pro testers 
and 
po lice. 
The 
o utbreaks 
bro ug ht swift actio n by po lice 
and charg es that they attacked 
dem o nstrato rs witho ut pro v o ca­ 
tio n, o ften clubbing them 
into 
planning . 
Sev eral hundred were arrest­ 
ed and sco res were injured. 
As a result o f Pierso n’s un­ 
derco v er 
wo rk, 
the 
Tribune 
said, po lice o fficials knew in ad­ 
v ance what the Yippies were 
planning . 
Pierso n related that after he 
receiv ed permissio n fro m

Yippies, he g rew a beard fo r six 
day s, rented a mo to rcy cle and 
ro de into Linco ln Park o n Mo n­ 
day . The Yippies g enerally o p­ 


erated o ut o f the No rth Side

park and it was the scene o f a 
number o f v io lent ex chang es be­ 
tween them and po lice early in j 
the week. 
The po licemen said he cam e 
to the attentio n o f Rubin by 
breaking up fig hts amo ng hip­ 
pies three times o n Mo nday , It 
was then that Rubin assig ned 
Pierso n as bo dy g uard, Pierso n 
to ld the Tribune. 
It was o n Mo nday , to o , Pier­ 
so n said, that Rubin entrusted 
him with his perso nal diary o f 
Yippie plans and to ld him to 
ho ld o n to it at all co sts. 
Pierso n said he later ex cused 
himself by telling Rubin he had 
to g o to a washro o m in the park. 
Instead, he said, he “ picked a 
fig ht” 
with a po liceman and 
was arrested.

Yippies for Chicago Police 


CHICAGO (AP) - A police­ 
man who infiltrated tile Youth 
International 
party 
has 
dis­ 
closed how Yippies planned rn 
advance to riot and provoke at­ 
tacks on them by police during 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention, 
the Chicago Tribune 
said today. 
The Tribune said in a copy­ 
right story that the policeman, 
Robert 
L. 
Pierson, 
told 
the 
newspaper he was given a leave 
to serve as an investigator for 
the state’s attorney’s office, won 
the Yippies’ confidence and be­ 
came bodyguard for their lead­ 
er, Jerry Rubin. 
Pierson, 35, said he guarded 
Rubin from Sunday afternoon 
until Wednesday afternoon when 
his identity was discovered in a 
chance meeting with a member 
of the Blackstone Rangers, a 
South Side street gang, who rec­ 
ognized him. 
Demonstrations 
by 
antiwar 
groups, including the Yippies, 
during this week’s Democratic 
convention resulted in violent 
exchanges 
between 
protesters 
and 
police. 
The 
outbreaks 
brought swift action by police 
and charges that they attacked 
demonstrators without provoca­ 
tion, often clubbing them 
into 
planning. 
Several hundred were arrest­ 
ed and scores were injured. 
As a result of Pierson’s un­ 
dercover 
work, 
the 
Tribune 
said, police officials knew in ad­ 
vance what the Yippies were 
planning. 
Pierson related that after he 
received permission from 
the 
Cook 
County—Chicago—state’s 
attorney’s 
office riot 
control 
unit to attempt to infiltrate the 
Yippies, he grew a beard for six 
days, rented a motorcycle and 
rode into Lincoln Park on Mon­ 
day. The Yippies generally op­ 


erated out of the North Side 
park and it was the scene of a 
number of violent exchanges be­ 
tween them and police early in 
the week. 
The policemen said he came 
bo the attention of Rubin by 
breaking up fights among hip­ 
pies three times on Monday. It 
was then that Rubin assigned 
Pierson as bodyguard, Pierson 
told the Tribune. 
It was on Monday, too, Pier­ 
son said, that Rubin entrusted 
him with his personal diary of 
Yippie plans and told him to 
hold on bo it at all costs. 
Pierson said he later excused 
himself by telling Rubin he had 
to go to a washroom in the park. 
Instead, he said, he “ picked a 
fight” 
with a policeman and 
was arrested. Virile in deten­ 
tion, 
the 
undercover 
officer 
saki, 
he 
identified 
himself, 
turned over the diary and gave 
police details of Yippie plans for 
Monday night in the park area.

through 
Rubin’s intercession with a Le­ 
gal Aid Bureau attorney, Pier­ 
son told Rubin he had destroyed 
the diary when arrested rather 
than have it fall into police 
hands.

nearby refugee camps killing 15 
civilians and wounding another 
22, government spokesmen said. 
The reign of terror at the 
provincial capital of Hoi An, 365 
miles northeast of Saigon, was 
the second such incident in tile 
northernmost province in the 
last three days. 


Two days ago, enemy terror­ 
ists broke into two defenseless 
hamlets 65 miles farther south 
and killed 18 civilians, wounded 
five and kidnaped 65 others. 
Two civilians were also kid­ 
naped in today’s raid and 85 
houses were burned. 
The attack came at a time 
when enemy attacks that have 
been sweeping South Vietnam in 
the last two weeks generally ap­ 
peared to be tapering off. 


But a senior U.S. official said 
the enemy “certainly has the 
capability to crank it up again.” 
“I wouldn’t even hazard a 
guess as to what they 
are 
doing,” 
said 
one 
officer. 
“There’s no question the action 
has tapered off. But look at 
this way, they have their nor­ 
mal ups and downs.” 
There was no immediate ex­ 
planation for the two attacks on 
the refugee settlements, but the

namese government is incapa­ 
ble of defending them. Another 
motive could be that of punish­ 
ment for failing to supply Viet 
Cong soldiers with food, sup­ 
plies or recruits.

namese forces, acting on intelli­ 
gence information, raided an 
enemy prisoner of war camp in 


the Mekong 
Delta 
125 miles 
southwest of Saigon and freed 45 
government soldiers. One ene­ 
my soldier was killed, a govern­ 
ment spokesman said. 
In other action, a U.S. river­ 
ine force and South Vietnamese 
troops reported killing 118 of the 
enemy in three fights in the 
Mekong Delta ranging from 16 
to 105 miles southwest of Sai­ 
gon. American casualties were 
given <u> three killed and nine 


wounded. Five South Vietnam­ 
ese were killed and 23 wounded. 
The U.S. Command says al­ 
lied forces have killed upwards 
of 7,500 enemy troops since Aug. 
18. But one senior U.S. officer 
said that the enemy “certainly 
couldn’t have used all the forces 
available” when they launched 
a series of ground attacks and 
shellings 13 days ago that shat­ 
tered a two-month lull in the 
war.

Peter McGuire is a name unfamiliar 
to most Americans, y et it is the name 
of the man responsible for giving the 
United States one of iti most joy ous 
holiday s.

A copy of the recent report of the 
Joint 
Committee 
on 
Reduction 
of 
Federal Expenditures does not make 
the most exhilirating reading. But it 
does offer an insight into the reasons 
why 
the 
federal 
establishment 
is 
reacting so hysterically to demands for 
economy by Congress. 
Employment by the myriad federal 
agencies totaled 3,026,376 persons in 
June, a figure noted by Chairman 
George Mahon as “the highest federal 
civilian 
employment 
level 
since 
November, 1945.” 
More 
significant, 
perhaps 
is 
the 
finding that this level is up 95,350 e m ­ 
ployes in just one month. Even allowing 
for 
seasonal 
increases 
in 
the 
Agricultural and Interior departments, 
tin s increase is astounding proof of th e 
inefficiency of the federal government. 
Virtually all departments and in­ 
dependent agencies contributed to the 
ris e . The Transportation Department’s 
increase of 2.959 and Veteran’s Ad­ 


ministration growth of 3,604 persons are 
among many which are difficult to 
justify. 
Coming at a time when federal of­ 
ficials supposedly were concentrating 
on holding the line on spending, one 
can only imagine what the record might 
have shown if budgetary considerations 
had played no part in the federal 
government's hiring plans. 
Or was it in anticipation of a clamp­ 
down by Congress on new hiring in 
the new fiscal year that the federal 
agencies loaded their payrolls in the

Labor Day 


Peter McGuire is a name unfamiliar 
to most Americans, yet it is the name 
of the man responsible for giving the 
United States one of iii most joyous 
holidays. 
It was Peter McGuire, who, in 1882, 
suggested a day each y-sur dedicated 
to American industry and the men who 
have contributed toward making it the 
most powerful and constructive force 
in the world. 
Twelve years after McGuire proposed 
a day dedicated to the industry of man, 
and after many towns, cities and states 
had already proclaimed such a legal 
holiday for their citizens, Congress 
passed a law establishing Labor Day 
a s a national holiday. 
To the 1968 generation of Labor Day 
celebrants, the occasion is the last 
oppoitunity to enjoy summer vacations 
and sports on a grand scale. Labor 
Day weekends have become traditional

NEW YORK (A P) — The 
price of a college education, like 
the tab for real estate and taxes 
and a suit of clothes, is going up 
again this year. Four out of five 
schools queried in an im partial 
survey confirm this. 
Increases for fall tuition will 
average from a low of 5 per 
cent in state colleges to 7 per 
cent in private m en’s schools, 
the survey showed, meaning an 
average minimum increase in 
tuiticn-fees-room-board of $56 to 
$166. 
These figures come from per­ 
haps an unusual source, the Life 
Insurance Agency M anagement 
Association, but they represent 
a poll of more than 1,000 col­ 
leges. Insurance agents like to 
have such figures in talking up 
total security plans. 
Some hope, however, is of­ 
fered by another study, this one 
by the Bureau of Census, whose 
figures suggest that the invest­ 
ment in education still is one of 
the best. The 
young 
college 
grad, the bureau figures, will 
earn $167,000 more than the high 
school grad before retirem ent. 
The problem for parents who 
view the expenditure solely as 
an investment, however, is that 
they aren’t likely to be around 
to count up the total payoff.

Have you ever stopped to 
count the number of brushes 
you own just to help with the 
household and kitchen chores? 
Plenty! A glance through brush 
catalogs will reveal an almost 
infinite assortment of brushes 
d e v e l o p e d 
for 
cleaning 
everything 
from 
the 
kitchen 
sink to the family auto. 
One Room’s Quota 
A typical list of brushes used 
just in the kitchen, for example, 
includes ones to clean bottles, 
glasses, dishes, grill, barbecue, 
pantry, pan, percolator, sink, 
stove, toaster, and vegetables 
— and don’t forget one to do 
the 
basting. 
Under 
these 
headings are subdivisions for 
various specialized jobs. 
The 
following brushes come under 
the 
household 
classification: 
bed spring, baby bottle, desk, 
scrub, 
lamp shade, 
radiator, 
rub scrub, upholstery, Venetian 
blind, w-all, and toilet bowl. 
In the field of car care dif­ 
ferent brushes 
are 
made 
to 
wash the body, regular 
tires, 
while-wall tires, spokes, wheels 
and fenders. 
Many 
brushes are 
shaped 
according to function: pointed ! 
to get into corners, elongated 
for deep recesses, and slim to 
reach 
into slits 
between sur-1 jew 
faces. To do right by a home, it 
is necessary to have at hand a 
“wardrobes” 
of 
brushes. 
T o d a y ’ s 
household 
brush 
bristles may be wire, vegetable 
fibers, horsehair or pig bristles, 
but approximately 75 per cent 
are of nylon or other synthetic 
m a t e r i a l s . The synthetics 
ranging from soft to stiff — 
are generally preferred because 


they can be made to order, are 
resistant to chemicals; and are 
cheaper, 
tougher, 
and 
longer 
wearing 
than 
most 
natural 
bristles. 
Whatever the type or make, 
brushes 
must 
be 
kept clean 
because 
you 
don’t 
want 
to 
redistribute the dirt. And some 
brushes tend to become sour 
and 
“soggy” 
if 
allowed 
to 
remain dirty and damp. And 
how can a dirty brush do a 
cleaning job, we’d like to know! 
Brushes 
should 
be 
washed 
after use 
by 
swishing 
them 
through suds until clean, then 
r i n s i n g , 
perferably 
under 
running water. 
Best Way To Dry 
After 
shaking 
oft 
excess 
water, it is best to let brushes 
dry. bristles down, in an airy 
place — outdoors, if possible. 
Never put brushes away until 
completely dry. 
Brushes 
used 
for 
cleaning 
toilet bow'is, garbage cans and 
; such, 
should 
be sanitized 
at 
i frequent intervals. The method 
I is to wash them in hot suds, j 
I scald with hot rinse water and 
air-dry in the sun. 
A matted or crushed brush 
can be renovated with a little 
patience. While it is wet, use 
a coarse comb to untangle a 
bristles 
at

time 
— 
beginning with the cut ends and 
working in toward the backing. 
Then repeat with a finer comb 
and hang up to dry.

F A R M 
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Home Agent Tips

Fried chicken is a family 
favorite the year 'round, but 
it’s particularly appealing when 
picnics and outdoor eating are 
a national pastime. Most good 
cooks are constantly on the 
lookout for new fried 
chicken 
recipes, and we have a couple 
that are real winners. 
One is a deep fried chicken 
with a crispy nut coating that’s 
absolutely superb. The recipe 
calls for steaming the chicken 
first so you can be sure ifs 
completely cooked. 
Then ifs dipped in egg and 
coated with 
a 
mixture 
of 
cracker crumbs and chopped 
nuts. 
Salted 
peanuts 
are 
delicious, but you can use any 
favorite nut. Use a solid all­ 
vegetable shortening for frying 
so tile nut and chicken flavors 
will be fresh. Heat the shor­ 
tening to 365 degrees in a deep 
pan, filling it no more than half 
full so the shortening won’t 
bubble over during the frying. 
To test the frying temperature, 
use a thermometer or fry a 
1-inch square of bread. If it 
browns in one minute, the fat’s 
hot enough. Fry only a few 
pieces at a time so the tem­ 
perature stays constant. 
Shortening 
for deep frying 
can be reused a number of 
times if properly handled. Don’t 
ever heat it so hot that it 
smokes 
. . . 
strain 
it 
after 
every use . . . and keep it 
refrigerated 
between 
uses. 
After frying let the shortening 
cool to room temperature. Then 
fasten several thicknesses of 
cheesecloth over the mouth of 
a 
dry 
container 
(Moisture 
makes hot fat pop and sputter)

Boar, Gilt 
Sale Slated

Quackgrass is known by most 
farmers as a very serious weed. 
It is a sod forming grass that 
spreads by seed and rhizones. 
Y o u n g . 
vigorous-growing 
quackgrass would appear to be 
most 
susceptible 
to 
control 
methods in the spring of the 
year. This is the time that most 
farmers recognize it in the field 
as it emerges in a new row 
crop. 
The most popular method of 
control is in the fall of the year, 
and September would be ideal. 
lf 
farmers 
can 
remember 
where these sqxits were in their 
crop fields, they can treat now 
with Atrazine or Dalapon. 
Using Atrazine it should be 
applied 
on 
quackgrass 
in 
September to mid-October. The 
area should be plowed three 
weeks after application or next 
spring prior to corn planting. 
Beware of crop damage to any 
other crop than corn. 
The Ohio Agronomy Guide 
ha-- further suggestions for the 
control of quackgrass.

The Hessian fly is probably 
the most destructive insect pest 
of wheat in Ohio. Other host 
plants 
include 
barley, 
rye, 
spelt, and certain wild grasses. 
Oats do not appear to be attack­ 
ed. 
Therre are two main broods. 
One brood attacks winter wheat 
in the autumn (Setepmber and 
October), while the other brood 
attacks both winter and spring 
wheat in the spring (May and 
June). During the autumn, the 
larvae or maggots feed between 
the leaf sheath and tile stalk, 
resulting in weaikened, stunted 
plants which frequently winter 
kill. The central stem usually 
fails 
to 
develop 
in 
infested 
plants. 
Spring 
damage 
is 
similar, except the weekened 
stems often lodge o»r break over 
just prior to harvest, resulting 
in grain loss. Wheat heads are 
generally small with low quality 
grain. 
The adult female is small, 
fragile, and about 4 mm long 
with a reddish-tinged abdomen. 
Fall brood flies lay their tiny 
yellowish-red eggs on the upper 
side of the leaf. Legless reddish 
- white maggots occur 3 to 12 
days later and migrate to the 
leaft sheath base where feeding 
occurs over a period of 4 to 
6 weeks. Overwintering puparia 
(flaxseed) contain the larvae 
until springtime 
when 
actual 
pupation occurs. Adult emerge, 


mate, lay eggs, and then die, 
all within 2 to 3 days. The 
maggots pupate in the stubble, 
then 
the 
fall 
brood 
adults 
emerge and deposit eggs on fa ll; recommended 
planted grain where the larvae time 
feed until winter, thus com­ 
pleting the seasonal activity. 
There are control measures. 
Plant wheat on or after the 
fly 
safe-sowing 
date. 
Wheat 
sown at this time will escape 
most egg deposition by the fall 
brood flies. Female flies have 
only two or three days to lay 
eggs after emergence. The fly 
free date for Pickaway County 
is October I. 
Destroy volunteer wheat on

winter. 
Plow imder and disc infested 
wheat stubble soon after har-
